Rnmor About tho ProIiiblttoiilHtH. 
WAUKKQAN, Ills., Sept. 3.—Rumors have 


boon, floating through Illinois and "Wisconsin 
forsevoral days concerning tho possible with- 
drawal of tho candidate for president on tho 
Prohibition ticket, and the consequent de- 
moralization of tho party. In support of tho 
statement it has beon said that 11 majority of 
tho Prohibition supporters aro old 1'roe soil 
anti-sluvory advocates, and that thoy viewed 
with alarm tbo possibility of a largo Prohibi- 
tion vote being drawn from the Republicans. 
It is said that both St. John and Daniol have 
boon approached by mon of influence, who 
offered thorn considerations and inducements 
if they would doolino the nominations. 


CrocAao, Sopt S.—The Herald's "Wauke- 


gan special says a visit was made by the cor- 
respondent of that paper to Lake Blutr, 
where a conference of Prohibition leadoi-s is 
in progress. Dr. Judkins, secretary of lliu 
national committee, said that tho above 
rumor was not founded on fact. "It is truo," 
lie continued, "tbat overtures have boo» 
made te Governor St. John to -withdraw 
He told mo no later than Monday lant that 
ho had boeta approached by mon of position 
and influonco, who had olorcd him hope, 
considerations and inducements if ho would 
consent to wlthold bis letter of acceptance 
nnd decline tho iiominatiou.

OHIO MINING TROUBLES. 


No Further Outbreaks in the Hocking 


Valley. 


', Sept. 3.—Cholera has undoubtedly 


appeared iu the city and province of Ali- 
cante. It was brought, thero by a family 
from Cotte, Franco, which reached Alicante 
by way of Algiers. Tho week's quarantine; 
to which it was subjected, proves to havo 
been an iusufliciora safeguard. The plague 
has invaded the city ot' Alicante itself, 
while at Novelcla, a railway town a fow miles 
wust, sixteen persons havo boon attacked 
witli tlio disease, and five of them havo died. 
A sanitary cordon was promptly drawn 
around thu town. 
At E!da, two suspoctod 


cases of cholera have appeared, and two like- 
wise at Jloiiovaii. All tho other provinces of 
Spain will maintain a quarantine of ten days 
against Alicante. 
Much alarm prevails in 


Madrid, and 1UO passengers, who arrived by 
train Monday from Alieanto, aro now quar- 
antined at a village near tho capital,
